■ Why Catholics Join 
* Society Puzzles Editor

^ iw THY ARE so many Catholics tagging 
along with the Birchites?” 

The question is raised by the Rev. 
Benjamin L. Masse, S.J., associate editor of Ameri¬ 
ca, a national Catholic weekly magazine published by.Jesuit 
priests. 

Father Masse points out in the magazine’s Feb. 17 issue 
that the socio-economic doctrines of the John Birch Society 
are just the opposite of those of the popes for the last 70 years. 

He believes Roman Catholics may have been attracted to 
the far-right society by its founder’s claim that it stands for “a 
better world." 

This idea has “heavy spiritual overtones,” Father Masse 
says, and it "may be one reason why some Catholics, including 
a sprinkling of the clergy, have found Mr. Welch’s leadership 
sound and inspiring.” 

ROBERT WELCH, retired Massachusetts candy manufac¬ 
turer who founded the John Birch Society in Indianapolis in 
1958, wrote the controversial “Blue Book” that outlined his 
program of opposing communism. 

The society has been censured—“for the' most part justifi¬ 
ably,” Father Masse notes—for “adopting dubiously moral 
means to achieve its laudable objective; for inflicting grave 
damage on the nation’s unity and morale.” 

Principles Not Developed 


j Aside from its methods, what about the things it stands fori 
The Catholic writer says the Blue Book, “the bible of ihd 
Hirchites," doesn't develop these in detail. 

But he asserts, “It does say enough, however, to raise I 
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serious question about the propriety, to put it mildly, of 
Catholic membership in the society." . 

j Father Masse adds that "it is impossible, in a crucial respect, 
to reconcile the John Birch Society’s ‘constructive replace¬ 
ment’ for collectivism with the social doctrine of the Catholic 
Church.” 

He particularly takes issue'with Welch’s emphasis on “less 
government” as a keystone of “constructive replacement.” 

“Are we in the presence of still another sincere but mis¬ 
guided attempt to refurbish the immoral and discredited 
economic liberalism of the 19th Century?” he asks. 

* * * 

THE PRIEST-EDITOR outlines several points of “Blue 
Book" doctrine, among them an attack on government as a 
“necessary evil" and a defense of the "completely free market.” 

Then he cites the social encyclicals of three popes—Leo 
XUI’s “Reruni Novarium,” Pius Xl’s “Quadragesimo Anno” 
and John XXII’s recent “Mater et Magistra"—to refute the 
Birchite concepts. 

— He quotes Pope Leo regarding government: “Man’s natural 
instinct moves him to live in civil society. . Hence, every 
civilized community must have a ruling authority, and this 
authority, no less than society itself, has its source in nature, 
and-consequently has God for its author." - 

2 Positions Unreconcilable 

“Obviously,” Father Masse writes, “that doctrine cannot be 
reconciled with Welch’s teaching that government is a 
‘necessary evil.' - God is not the author of evil, necessary or 
otherwise.” 

Pope Pius later praised social legislation even thongh it 
interfered with the operation of a free market, according to 
the America editor. 

These early laws dealth with industrial accident prevention, 
involuntary unemployment, wages and hours of work, protec¬ 
tion of women and children. . 

Father Masse quotes Pius’ words that “free competition! 
while justified and certainly useful provided it is kept within 
flertain limits, clearly cannot direct economic life ...” ] 


"MR. WELCH is espousing doctrines which the church] 
rejected 70 years ago," Father Masse says. 

And today, he adds, Pope John “exhorts states ... to brin j 
about a better balance between rich and poor, between farm 
regions and metropolitan centers, between developed and unde¬ 
veloped countries. . . . 

"Far from accepting Mr. Welch’s thesis that there is no 
middle ground between the completely free market (laissez- 
faire capitalism) on the one hand, and collectivism, socialism 
and communism on the other, Pope John believes just the 
opposite. 

“He goes so far as to say that *s>stems of social insurance 
and social security can contribute effectively to the redistribu¬ 
tion of national income according to standards of justice and 
equity.’” 

“There is, then, an open and flagrant contradiction between 
the socio-economic teaching of Robert Welch and that of Lee* 
XUI and all his successors.” 

^"This being so, the question must be asked, in all honest)! 
aid charity: Why are so many Catholics tagging along witfl 
toe Birchites?” 

In a companion article, Russell Kirk, conservative author i 
and educator, says Welch “has done more to injure the cause 
at responsible conservatism than to act effectively against!

Robert Welch, founder and 
head of the John Birch Society, 
Friday said international^ com¬ 
munism would crumble if the 
U.S. government stopped help¬ 
ing it. 

Welch, speaking before a 
luncheon of the Executives 
Club of Chicago, was asked if 
the ultra-conservative group 
would support preventive war. 

"No, we would not, we’re 
not in favor of any kind of 
war," he told the nearly 1,400 
persons m the Grand Ballroom 
jof the Sherman House. 

I "All this talk about war is 
lridiculous. There is no likeli¬ 
hood of armed conflict on this 


territory until there is an in¬ 
ternal take-over by the Com¬ 
munists. 

•Just Six Months’ 

"We don’t even have to op¬ 
pose the Communists. All we 
have to do is to get our govern¬ 
ment to stop helping them 
everywhere in the whole world 
for just six months and the 
whole worldwide Communist 
empire would start falling to 
pieces.”. 

The society has been actively 
seeking the impeachment of 
U.S. Chief Justice Earl Warren, 
because! it claims, Warren and 
the court have "cut holes in 
our Constitution." 

. After a 30-minute speech in 
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which he outlined the history 
and objectives of the society, 
Welch answered some two 
dozen questions sent to him on 
cards from the audience. 

One of the inquiries asked 
how he felt about remarks 
made on the floor of the U.S. 
Senate by Sen. James O. East- 
land (D-Miss.) attributing to 
Warren a “soft” attitude toward 
com’mumsm. 

“I agree with bis statement 
100 per cent," Welch replied. 
At this point the audience broke 
into its first of five interruptions 
for applause. 

Welch said the society has 
received so much criticism from 
liberals, newspapers and many 
clergymen because "the Com¬ 
munists are frightened of us.” 
He said: "We have frightened 
them because we are doing an 
increasingly effective job 
against the Communist con¬ 
spiracy.

He then drew up for 
The New Republic this summary of what

Repeal all social and economic legisla- 
1 tion enacted since 1922; repeal the income 
tax; impeach Chief Justice Warren; elimi¬ 
nate all church activities for social legisla¬ 
tion; take the United States out of the UN; 
withdraw from NATO; stop all foreign aid; 
stop cultural and other exchanges with So¬ 
viet Russia; make no disarmament agree¬ 
ment, with or without enforceable guaran¬ 
ies; retain the Connally Amendment to the 
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World Court treaty; restrict labor uniofis; 
pass state “right-to-work” laws; oppose ir- 
ban renewal and public. housing; oppose 
“communistic fluoridation of water; reduce 
the federal budget to $40 billion; remove 
“a few thousand Communists’’ from gov¬ 
ernment, and compile a list of Communist 
dupes, sympathizers, socialists and liberals 
for attack by anti-Communist groups. 

Many Americans could believe in some 
of the Birch planks and still subscribe to 
the general policies of both major political 
parties. But anyone who believes in all of 
them* can no more be a Republican or a 
Democrat than could a Communist. 

The Birchcrs are not so much anti-Com¬ 
munist as they are anti-20th Century. They 
are living in an unreal world of their own.

H. McBumey, dean of the 
school of speech, and was 
broadcast on WGN-TV. 

Welch said the Communist 
aim is to make a “Negro So¬ 
viet republic” in the United 
States. 

Questioned by Newsmen 
He was questioned by two 
newsmen, Robert E. Kennedy, 
chief editorial writer of the 
Chicago Sun-Times, and John 
Justin Smith, columnist for the 
Chicago Daily News. 

In answer to a question about 
whether the Birch society is 
Vj IJL'lft organization,” Welch 


replied that “nothing could be 
further from the truth.” 

“We have two chapters that 
are all Negro,” he said. “We 
have one or two chapter lead¬ 
ers who are Negro. We have 
mixed chapters. We have two 
Negroes in our speakers 
bureau. 

Cites Local Wishes ' 

“We are integrated exactly 
as we think it should be in 
the entire United States. We 
follow the desires of the local 
people. We have chapters that 
are integrated because that’s 
the way they want it.” 

In response to other ques¬ 
tions, Welch said he believes 
that Negroes should have the 
right to vote and the oppor¬ 
tunity to attend white public 
schools if the community be¬ 
lieves in integration. 

“The question should be de¬ 
cided by the smallest possible 
unit in accordance with what 
the people themselves want, 
including the Negroes,” he 
said. 

“The use of force illegally 
in the south has been carried 
out more by the federal gov¬ 
ernment than by anybody else.

He said that the Bircb so¬ 
ciety is not a “secret society 
. . . not secret in any possible 
way.”’ 

“We don’t tell how many 
members we have, and neither 
does, so far as I can think of, 
any other organization like 
ourselves,” Welch said. “I 
don’t believe that N. A. A. 
C. F. [the National Association 
for the Advancement of the 
Colored People] — we don’t 
think we’re like them, but I’m

It will be in¬ 
teresting, if Goldwater decides to run for the 
nomination in ’64, to study his campaign 
technique in Winnebago County. He would 
be walking a tightrope.

Yesterday 
I had a visit from a colleague and a note from another. 
The note expresses what both thought. 

‘‘In re your nuclear comment. Someone put it this way: 
China has built a nuclear bomb which can be exploded from 
a 300-foot platform. This bomb can destroy New York 
City—if we will let China build a 300-foot platform there 
and install the bomb on it. Right now they can’t deliver a 
workable bomb—I hope.” 

The paragraph in question suggested China now is a 
major nuclear power, because any nation capable of building 
and delivering a nuclear bomb 1 must be so classified. 

The dissent concerns China's ability to DELIVER this 
weapon to a specified target. I don’t think that's much of a 
problem, even now. A bomb can’t be tucked in a suitcase 
and planted in a railroad station locker, as once was 
supposed. 

But it doesn’t necessarily have to arrive in the nose 
of a rocket or in the belly of a bomber, either. I suggest 
that any nation seeking to open hostilities would resort to 
subterfuge. Fairly substantial hydrogen bombs might be 
planted in warships disguised as tramp freighters, and at 
X hour [10:30 Tuesday morning is best] be detonated 
simultaneously in the harbors in New York, San Francisco, 
New Orleans, Philadelphia, Chicago, Detroit, Buffalo, 
Seattle, Boston, and the Panama Canal.

OR BOMBS might be placed in cargo planes which 
would arrive by subterfuge at key airports and over military 
installations at X hours. It really doesn’t take much 
imagination nor money to deliver an atomic weapon. We’re 
just too hypnotized by the military concept of thethmgg

But means of delivery is incidental. If the Chinese 
don’t have them now, they will in three years, or five. The 
important matter is that the Chinese now can build the 
bomb. They now have the power to devastate the planet.

Will Open Headquarters 

The society announced last 
month that it would open Midwest 
headquarters in Glenview. 

Ministerial association members 
agreed to make individual state¬ 
ments against the society to their 
congregations. They then would 
use the comments in preparing a 
unified statement at their regular 
January meeting. 

The association consists of min¬ 
isters of 22 Protestant churches in 
Glenview and Northbrook and a 
few retired clergymen. 

“Can Alienate Neighbors 

Dr. Nye said the society, 
founded by Boston candy manu¬ 
facturer Robert Welch, "can alien¬ 
ate neighbors and unnecessarily 
create tensions among us.”

I_in the organization and introduction section 

basically defined Marxism as a science, a scientific 
historical approach. That it was a science of social 
development and thereby it gives Communists a base for 
distinguishing their work from others and it acts as a 
basis for trarisformation from capitalism to socialism to 
Communism. 
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In the dialectical method section, I 1 

first dealt with an explanation of materialism and a 
materialistic view of man and society. Two basic 
premises for which include: 1. that the universe 
consists entirely of material objects including 
ourselves and exist independently of ourselves; 2. that 
the material world is comprehensible to ourselves. 

He defined dialectics and the loss of change insofar 
as: 


2~. less complex and more complex levels of organization .A, Vv 
3. internal contradictions-unity of opposites 

One of l I basic points was that 

dialectical' materialism is a basic tool of understanding 
for Communists, that it gives meaning and method to 
political work and that much of the succeeding lessons 
would be based upon a dialectical materialistic view 
of society, and that all theory, analysis, discussion^ 
has one ultimate end; application to political work.Qy^A 

In the section devoted to classes and the class 
struggie, | ~1 explained class struggle first in terms 
of "unity of opposites" in everything, in the civil 
rights struggle, in the peace struggle, in capitalist 
society. The opposites in capitalist society are mainly 
the two opposing classes distinguished by their 
relationships, to means of production, mainly the owner 
of the means of production and the workers of the means 
of production. Thereby one group lives off the labor 
of another—the exploiters and the exploited. Therefore 
capitalism in a class society is one based on economic 
exploitation. 


|_| then went on to describe the evolution 

of socio-economic systems to be primitive, slave and feudal 
society leading to the next societal development- 
capitalism. The next societal development being socialism 
and then-Communism. The vehicle for capitalism’s giving 
way to socialism is the class struggle, that in capitalist 
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society there is a greater and greater polarization and 
that the class struggle enters into every aspect of 
capitalistic society. The capitalist wants as much a 
share of labor's fruit as possible for as little as 
possible and the worker wants as much as possible for 
as little work as possible, 


The main aspect of class struggle are: 1. 
economic-leads to organization of workers - unions; 

2. political fight for labor legislation, democratic 
rights, struggle for less exploitation and coercion; 

3. ideological struggle for ideas.\,U 


This struggle'in every part of capitalist 
society where the workers and capitalists have no common 
interest will be the vehicle fo r progres s- the vehicle

main stresses 


was in aiding and building class consciousness in every 
form of political activity that the individuals in the 
encampment would eventually engage in, that in every 
movement every worker coming in contact with. This is an 
eventual .objective, but that while working in the various 
movements there are especially.two mistakes that must 
not be made: 1. getting lost in the movement and 2. 
getting isolated in the movement

In the c apitalist exploitation section of the 
curriculum ! I covers ,what he describes as the economics 

of capitalism including commodity production, labor theory 
of value, exchange value, utility value, surplus value, 
industrial reserve army, economic cycles, etc. and a 
recovering of many aspects in the class struggle section. 
The main emphasis, however, being derived from the base of 
the' labor theory of value and that the worker is not paid 
for.Ms full day’s work, that most of the work is not paid 
for and goes to the capitalist in the form of surplus value 
and that the capitalist is constantly revolutionizing the 
means of production in order to decrease production labor 
costs and-increase surplus value, and therefore the 
proportion of a day's production increasingly goes to the 
capitalist and decreasingly goes to the worker. Also the 
capitalist through the use of the reserve industrial army— 
the unemployed—forces wages even further down. (L. lA 
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The main point that] | emphasized was 

that the basic conflict in capitalist society between 
the two classes is a manifestation of a basic contradiction 
from within, that capitalism sows the seeds of its own 
destruction. The basic contradiction being that production 
is socialized but that the ownership of the means of 
production is not, therefore resulting in an anarchy of 
production. One of the most important parts of this 
section, however, as compared to other sections, was the 
application of it to the everyday struggles the individual 
in the encampment will encounter. Insofar as this is 
concerned, building class consciousness is of primary, 
concern and in doing so it must be remembered that in 
discussing the working class in addition to what was 
already learned the working class is the revolutionary 
class because its interests are always in conflict with 
that of the capitalist/Class. This is a true objective 
condition even if the worker is subjectively not yet 
aware of it and that just in the everyday process of 
living the workers* interests contradict that of the 
capitalist and therefore is not in his interest to , . 

socialize the ownership of the means of production. (P>\ 

• 

In fighting for socialism there is a 
difference between fighting for reform and fighting for 
revolution. But that in fighting for reform what must be 
shown is that value of limited gain and yet show the 
limitations (meaning because it is within the confines 
of. the system) and that Communists are interested in the 
welfare of the people now-not reform-but with the 
knowledge that it has an effect on the future and that 
is that it builds the working class movement but at the 
same time the socialist revolution occurs not with the 
.workers alone but with others seeking removal of society's 
evils, therefore the necessity of building coalitions with 
working class in order to gain strength. An example of 
this: coalition between workers and civil rights fighters.

In the section on The Party; Basic Concepts, 

GANNETT described the Party as the organization of 
organization. The higher command the highest form of 
organization-the brain, that it is the integral part of 
the working clas but it is also the vanguard. She 
described communists as social engineers working toward 
a scientific reorganization of society and communists in 
their work provide leadership for struggle and inspire 
cadre from working class. 

This source was not present at the last two 
sessions devoted to the Party because of other responsibilities 
delegated to him by the encampment administration. However, 
in discussing the last two lectures with those who attended 
and because of the emphasis in common to each lecture, the 
basic objectives and approaches—strategy and tactics of 
CP work as brought out in the encampment are manifested 
in the following. U 

The means by which capitalism will give way to 
socialism is the class struggle which enters into every 
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aspect of capitalistic society. The CP people acting as 
members of the vanguard party must work in the various 
struggles; work to eventually strengthen the anti- 
monopoly, anti-imperialist sections; work to build 
coalitions to strengthen the movement; work to unite 
all the movements into one common struggle—for 
socialism. In doing so the Communists must work in the 
struggles for bourgeois democratic reform, civil rights, 
peace, unions, jobs, etc. thereby fighting for reform 
in order to fight for revolution. All areas of struggle 
must be in relation to building coalitions and alliances 
with the working class-the only revolutionary class, the 
class that will help to eventually build socialism. Youth 
have a significant role to play in this struggle although 
not working as a revolutionary force in themselves. V\ 

Near the end of the two week session at the 
encampment, groups met according to the location in which 
they would work for the summer projec t. The gro up which 
will be work ing in Chicago i nr. juries ?

Near the end of the sessions the newspapers 
learned of the encampment’s existence and some reporters 
were sent there for a story. In view of this, certain 
security precautions were taken at the encampment by 
the administration.

Any ■ 
suspicious individuals encountered were to be taken to 
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In addition, especially every week end when 
various outside groups visited the camp grounds it was 
directed by the administration that no questions were 
to be answered by anyone as to the camp, the sessions, 
the people or anything else, and none of the written 
materials were to be left unguarded or taken out of 
certain ’’safe locations.

PROTESTS BY COOK COUNTY Chairman Timothy

Sheehan could be right but, in any event. It is currently 
“in” for Republicans nationally and locally to be alarmed 
over this supposed concerted Birch Society attempt to

Certainly the vogue became firmly seated when such party 
luminaries as Sen. Thruston B. Morton

Certainly it does not make the party look too good if it 
has been decided by the Birchers that the GOP supplies the 
best medium for them to use in their programs of character 
assassination in the name of Americanism. 

The Morton and .Romney statements, however worthy at 
their bases, certainly do not make good public relations for 
the Republican Party. Tactically, it would seem that the 
Sheehan strategy is best for the party.

But 
then the senator disappointed many by 
announcing that he would not be a candi¬ 
date for governor in next year’s election. 

We need, obviously, those who will not 
only speak out but will stay «lnd fight. 
Mort|n has spoken so plainly tha it would' 
seem fee cannot run away now, tven.if he 
wants! (o, and the response tonis state¬ 
ment was encouraging. The two Republi¬ 


can congressional leaders—Sen. Everett 
M. Dirkse'n of Ulinois and Rep. Gerald R. 
Ford of Michigan—agreed with him. 

“In the American political scheme,” 
Dirksen said, ‘T do not believe thefe is 
any place for any organization that operates 
on a secret basis to achieve its goals.” | 
Another influential Republican senator, 
Leverett Saltonstall of Massachusetts, said; 
“The control, the leadership and the mem¬ 
bership of the Republican Party cannot 
' and will not be turned over to any secret 
organization. So far as I know, the John 
Birch Society is a secret organization.” - 
The Republican Party is now weak and 
divided. It can heal and strengthen itself 
only by throwing off the infection o£ ex¬ 
tremism that permeated its body last |ear.

Barry-Asks All GOP 
To Quit Birch Society

WASHINGTON —Barry 
Goldwater has suggested that 
Republicans .who belong to the 
John Birch Society should re¬ 
sign from the society and de¬ 
vote .their political energies to 
the Republican Party.

This will acknowledge your letter of December 3, 
1965. In respect to your first question, the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation has not investigated the John Birch Society. 


As to the subject of security clearances, I must 
advise you that this agency does not grant clearances. While 
this agency does conduct background personnel type investiga¬ 
tions for other governmental agencies, our findings are 
furnished to the requesting agency, which agency in turn 
makes its own determination as to the granting of a security 
,clearance. In your specific case, the granting of any Army 
security clearance would be effected by appropriate Army 
intelligence agencies. Therefore, it is suggested you may 
wish to consult with your ROTC Adviser relative to the 
second question raised in your letter.

But each member does So 
entirely on his own, working in the patty of his choice, 
for the candidate of his choice, exactly as do members of 
the American Legion of of the Knights of Columbus or 
of the Bo.tary Club or a Baptist Church. 

. For we regard education as the means, and -political 
action a!| only the mechanics, for bringing about improve¬ 
ments in government. The mechanics will auifcmatically 
be used when sufficient education has prepared! the way. 
We mean it quite literally, therefore, when w|l say that 
education is our total strategy, and truth is-our only weapon. 
Or, as made dear throughout the Blue Book and em¬ 
phasized on; its iait page, our gigantic task is simply to 
create understanding. 

Members of The John Birch Soaety, however, are 
extremely hard working, highly respected in their local 
communities, and. always' earnestly determined on behalf 
of any cause or candidate thac they support. When cir¬ 
cumstances bring any apptedable number together behind 
any particular candidate, their weight is out of all propor¬ 
tion ta their numbers. And that weight is usi illy fdc, of 
course, on fee side of the Conservatives — of rither party. 
So the Liberals of both parties naturally raise ail the darnor 
they can against Buchers in' politics. As the stranglehold 
of'the Liberals, on both parties now steadily increases-, even 
Conservative pofitidans feel unceasing pressures to "im¬ 
prove their images" by joining the chorus of attack on The 
John Bitch Soaety.

There are plottets- behind it who are obviously 
working towards a more specific goal, Tljey wish to estab¬ 
lish in the public mind, and then to formalize, the concept 
that _ since the Communists and Ku Kluxer? and John 
Bircher? are all "just alike," and since the Communist? and 
Ku Kluxers are visibly "subversive," then The John Birch 
Society is "subversive" too. We believe it is to this end, at 
least in part, that so many high ranking ^politicians have 
been- seduced into speaking out against us.

Thruston Mor¬ 
ton of Kentucky, chairman of' the Senate 
Republican campaign co mmi ttee, said a 
couple of months ago that the John Birch 
Society is “as dangerous as the Ku Klux

It 
merely advised all Republicans to shun 
membership “in any radical or extremist 
organization, including any which attempts 
to use the Republican J’arty for its own 
ends or any which seeks to undermine the 
basic principles of American freedom and 
constitutional. government.” 

The society’s pleasure in the resolution 
was expressed by its public relations di¬ 
rector, John Rousselot. He said it- was 
“wise of tire Republican Party to make it 
clear that i doesn’t seem to be influenced 
by extremi : groups, such as the l ’nmmn- 
nist Party the Ku Klux Klan.” j 

Perhaps the party did not want to offend 
some of its wealthy contributors, as various 
, writers reported. Obviously, on the brink 


of decision, if lost, its- nerve. And just as 
obviously the commitfee'is annoyed by the 
reaction to its weakness. 'Former Rep. 
Robert Taft of Ohio made the curious 
explanation that if the party mentioned the 
Birchers by name, it would be implied that 
the Republicans had once been aligned 
with them (one does not necessarily imply 
that he has Sinned, if he condemns sin). The 
House minority leader. Rep. Gerald R. 
Ford of Michigan, snapped at reporters, 
“If John Rousselot endorsed the stat ment, 
I have grave doubts that he understands 
the full Shport of the statement.” « 

. The • problem is that John Rousselot 
probably Jioes understand its full import. 
So will many another American. The Re¬ 
publican Party still has the job to do. The 
sooner it does it, the better. ' .

Give us an 
answer on that. .

Okay. This incidently. They just simply 
picked up,the Communist line. You know through 
the years, the.Communists, the worst thing 
the Communists could say about you is that 
you're like the Communist and this is, oh 
for just years and years. Th© ADL for some 
reason has chosen to pick this same approach 
up, but the point that I think should be 
obvious to anyone who understands that 
we're working - for less government, more 
responsibility, if we’re successful in 
promoting that concept to a vast majority 
of the American public, what ,is there 
to take, I mean, no point in taking over 
less government, because throughout all of 
history, and I should think the ADL would 
be more aware of this than anyone else 
with HITLER in mind, the two components 
of any tyranny have been amoral men controlling 
big government. This is tyranny over and 
over again, so if you don’t have big 
government, then these amoral men simply 
become common criminals. They don’t go 
into the government. So that the point 
is ridiculous, on the face of the thing. 

All right. Do' you really think there is 
the amount of, obviously you do, but the 
Communist conspiracy you talk about, do 
you think they are at this point in danger 
of actually taking over this countr-y? 

Do you think its possible for Communism 
to take over this country?

• go down the drain to Communism, primarily 

since August, 1945, Tom, but I want to 1 

• point out to you listeners. The Communists 

aren't that good and never have been. 

They aren't nine feet tall but are organized 
and are working for a specific goal which 
is worl domination, and. the vast majority 
of the citizens of the world in various 
countries are disorganized. Gee, nobody's 
for Communism except of course the hard¬ 
core Communists and their sympathizers,'- 
but the - .vast majority of the pepie 
in Czechoslovakia, the vast majority of 
the people in Russia, for example, are 
not Communists are not opposed to Communism. 

Gee, the people living under Communism hate 
Cbmmunism the most. This three to four 
per cent of the top have been able, by 
being organized and working on a specific 
program, to take over country after country. 

Of course it is a.threat, but the point 
we’re making is that it doesn’t have to 
happen by simply exposing this handful 
of conspiracists for what they are. That’s 
all We're talking about. That is why, 
as I say, we are not for profitable education 
Organization and we have born the brunt 
of the attack by the Communists and their 
friends. All we’re talking about is finding 
out what Communism is plus learning about 
and promoting our own system, our own 
constitutional republic and our own free 
enterprise system which correlates with it. 

This gives the citizens of the United States 
are better off by any measure you want to 
ufee. You can stick strictly to the materialistic 
standpoint if you want toor -TV sets, radios, 
airplanes, automobiles. We are better off than 
any society in the histoiy of mankind and I 
think we should be promoting in talking about 
that, more than knocking our country. 

It is disconcerting to me to hear leaders of 
the country knocking our form of government 
and knocking our achievements and so on. and 
so forth. Let's talk about what we’ve done 
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because we’re the greatest country in the 
world. There’s no question about that.

Could I go back for a minute, TOM, to the 
last phone call; the lady who called in 
about the book store. I obviously, 
in a situation like that, have no idea 
what transpired, but it’s a point I think 
should be covered. She mentioned that, 

I think, anti-Semetic literature was shown 
to her and anti-Catholic, Well, in the 
John Birch Society we have now and had 
■in the beginning, a priest on the Council 
of the John Birch Society, which is the 
top governing body. We have a number 
of Jewish members. As a matter of fact, 
just a few weeks ago a number of our 
Jewish members got together and formed the 
Jewish Society of Americanists. We’re trying 
to encourage more and more of our Jewish 
fellow citizens to join with us in this 
struggle to oppose oppression being done. 

I might point out to you, and we are most 
pleased with this, we are getting more and 
more colored citizens to go on our 
American Opinion Speakers Bureau. LEONARD 
PATTERSON, Moscow trained Communist who 
was taught these revolutionary street 
fighting tactics in the w Lenin School in 
Moscow; he’s GUS STALL’S roommate, incidently, 
over there as I understand it. I would like 
very much when we bring LEONARD PATTERSON 
to town, if you have a free spot on one of 
your sho^ and let him tell what he was taught 
as a Negro Communist in Moscow. Ha broke with 
the Party, of course, obviously. 

Very fine, we’d love to have him and we’ll 
keep in contact along this line. But you 
raised a point here that also I can find 
some fault with. For example, you're very 
willing to go back in 1928 and quote somebody 
who was a Communist at that time. Whether he^s 
responsible for one of the first civil rights 
movements or whether he was just a man who was 
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for Communism at that time and you point to 
him and you say, you know, he was there and 
he in Communism and this is wrong. But why 
then are you willing to guys you just spoke 
about, who were Communists and who have 
seen the light, let's say. But if you take 
thirty years, go back in history, don't you 
think a great many of these men who took 
advantage of the Communist Movement, which 
that time was ho danger, I mean everybody 
was, not everybody, but many people, were 
joining the Communist Party back in the thirties 
and the twenties, and they didn’t realize, 

I think, what it was and many men had joined 
and when they found out they left the 
Communist Party. But they had suffered to 
an extent for this. So why is it right to 
go back to 1928 and say, "Hah, this man 
was a Communist" and why is it right for 
you to say "Well, this man was trained in 
Moscow but now he’s speaking for us". 

2nd Speaker: Well, I think the differentiation is this, 

the question is well taken. Many people 
were duped into joining the Communist Party. 

The lady I mentioned, JULIA BROWN, thought 
she was joining a civil rights movementgot 
home and read the card that she joined the 
Communist Party. Went to the FBI right 
away. The differentiation between having, 
well let's say, being conned into joining 
either a Communist front or a Communist Party, 
the Communist Party itself, and then breaking’ 
with -it, people like LEONARD.PATTERSON, a Negro, 
and MAMI JOHNSON, a Negro,broke with the Party 
and have given valuable testimony concerning 
the Party's operation and particularly the 
Party’s activities within the so-called 
civil rights movement. Anybody can make 
a mistake and these people have tried to 
rectify it. That seems to be an important 
differentiation. I think, as I pointed out 
initially, in the so-called civil rights 
movement the Communists have been extremely 
successful in getting dupes and idealists 
to -do their dirty work for them. This has been 
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the key to their success. They aren’t that 
good toy themselves but they can con people 
into doing the dirty work for them, and I 
think this is the important thing we’ve got 
to consider, and we’ve got to also take a 
look a person did he unknowingly join some 
party or join some front and get burned once 
and break with it, and did he do his best 
to-bring out the facts about the mistake he 
made. That's very important. Everybody's 
entitled to a mistake. Did you attempt to 
correct and justify that, or in fact 
repent for that mistake.... 

You've got to admit, however, that it takes 
varying degrees to recognize this, for example, 
you can join an organization you may not be 
an active member, you get a card, you fill 
itf out and you stick it in your billfold 
and you go along for a couple of years, if 
you don't go to any meetings, you just join 
the organization. I’m not a joiner. I never 
have been, but you go around with this card 
in your pocket and it may be two years 
before you discover what this is hll about 
then you quit. But this doesn’t help a x lot 
of guys who appear before the House Un-American 
Activities Committee and were*charged with 
being a card carrying member of the Communist 
Party or a front organization and it literally 
ruined-.!it. Now, their intentions may have been 
good at the time.. Maybe they didn't know. 

Well TOM, I think the significant point here, 
again using example, you talk about what 
mortifically happens is this: A person in 
the community receives a phone call and 
he's told that Mr. so and so suggested that 
he call you. "We're staring a committee 
here for peace and democracy. You’re for 
peace and democracy, aren't you?" And the 
guy says, "Yah, I guess so", and he says, 

"Well, maybe we can use your name as a 
sponsor", and the guy says "Okay". He never

hears anything more about it. Oh, maybe 
an add appears in "The Worker" by this 
group, this committee, and his name is 
listed there as a sponsor and about three or 
four years later, it is determined that this 
was a lock, stock and barrel Communist 
operation and here this poor man was duped 
into it. Typically, I think it is a natural 
reaction that the next time a guy calls 
you, boy, you're going to be very cautious 
about letting him use your name. Sure 
you got burned once Now these people who 
appear before the House Committee, typically, 
have a long pattern of Communist front 
affiliations over most of their adult life, 
for example, or they are being identified 
upder oath as a member of the Communist Party. 
Now that's a totally different thing. I'm 
not talking about the guy who got stigery. 

I think this it the important differentiation. 

We'll take up that first phone call on the 
second portion of the "Firing Line" in 
just a moment.

Mr. THOMAS. You brought up that the original 
Communist Party : group was in Michigan in 1922. 

Yes, Sir. 

Are there any members of that original group 
still living today? 

WILLIAM FOSTER was there. Course he's dead. 
Who was that? 

WILLIAM C. FOSTER. 

Are you familiar with any other, I've heard 
that mentioned before, I don't know if that 
was 1922, I'm not sure of the year, but that 
the original group apparently had been raided 
by the FBI? 
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By Federal authorities and by the Michigan 
State Police. They were all involved in 
this raid over there. ! 

Yoh don't know who the members were or where 
that information could be gotten? 

I'm just trying to think. I would suggest 
fight off hand that you drop a note to 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. There 
is a book that covers those in attendance 
but I can't think of the name of it. It 
was one written back in those days, and 
I can't think of the name of it. But I 
would suggest that you either write the 
Chairman of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities, Congressman WILLIS, or write 
to the Federal Bureau of Investigation and 
ask them if they know. Or if you would like.... 

Would the American Opinion Library have information 
of t hat.... 

They may very well, I just cant think of 
a source. You might do this. Drop a note 
to our Research Department in Belmont, . 
Massachusetts, John Birch Society, Belmont 78, 
Massachusetts, and ask them a source of the 
list of those in attendance there. 

Alright, that would be good. Thank You. 

Could we have your question for Mr. THOMAS 
please. ' . 

Yes. I'd like to make a comment on a.comparison 
of thoughts I had towards the John Birch 
Society and Communism. I, being American born 
of Russian parents who had deserted Russia 
and fled for their lives, I have something that 
I have to hold dear to, the fact that my folks 
were able to come to this country and six of 
their children, including myself, have a wonderful 
country to hold and stand by. Now, the John 
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Birch Society, I’m not a member of, and when 
I say member, member by heart or by part. 

I stand with them 100 per cent and what they 
want and what they beliare in because it is 
what we believe as American citizens, and 
as far as the Communistic part, my folks have 
told me while in Russia there are a 
Jewish race of people that are very dark- 
skinned people and they were persecuted 
as what they call ’’black devils’ 1 '. They were 
whipped,their stores were torn apart, 
their windows broken and they were beaten 
publically, to the point where they had to 
flee. All right, that's one thing. There 
were some black-skinned people who were not 
Jewish and in Russia at the time,my folks 
were there, these people too were persecuted. 

My mother said she remembered once a blaek= 
skinned man was marched through the streets 
with nothing but a little piece of material 
biding him from the public and she said this 
was terrible. They didn’t understand what 
was going on or why all this? Now, Communists 
are here, as I understand, infiltrating the 
civil rigits march and everything. Why did 
our folks run and other people run from a 
countrv like that, because of hate. Because 
of dislike for race and color, and yet, when 
I hear our American Negroes are eating this 
stuff up and are going along with it and 
saying that we’re taught in school that, Communism 
means jobs and equality for all. Communism 
didn’t mean that at all for the people who are 
in that country and other countries ruled by 
Russia. 

Moderator; May I ask you ma'iam, dan you give us a date 

on the time you were telling us about your 
parents over in Russia? 

Well my father is in his middle 60*s now 
and he came here when he was 18. 
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Well would that have been about the time of 
the Russian Revolution? 

That's right, 

* 

Well, it was a little difficult to know just 
what Communism stood for. It seems to ms.... 

It was a confusion and from what my father 

says now and as a very good American, he said that 

if people only knew that the Communists . 

will take the weakest of the people, not the 

strongest, and work on them; the lazy or 

the poor and these are considered weak people 

to Russia, Communists. And they will work 

on them and say, well you should have more than 

this, you don't have to work that hard for it, 

we should all share in the work for it. 

All right, may I ask Mr. THOMAS if he has 
any comments. 

I'm sure you recall a couple years ago when 
the African students at the Lanin Institute 
in Moscow were complaining about discrimination. 

So discrimination is still being practiced in 
the Soviet Union, If you want to go into 
it in a little more detail, and this might 
be very interesting to you, there is a publication 
available from the Government Printing Office 
called "The Soviet Union, Prison House of Nations" 
in- which they talk about the discriminatory 
practices of the Communists against the various 
nationality groups in what is now the USSR. 

It is an appalling story.

I think it has been known for a long time, 
despite the fact that Soviet Russia has been 
on our backs for our discrimination and our 
prejudice for- a long time that it has existed 
and still does.exist in the Soviet Union.

Have you read the story of W.E. DU BOIS' 
life? 

What book are you thinking of ma’am? 

Well, there are many books out. I don’t know 
the name of this particular book/ but I 
do want to know if you had read his life • 
story. 

I don't recall reading a book on his life. 

Is this an autobiography or a biography? 

I've read a number of things about 
W.E. DU BOIS, primarily from Communist sources, 
incidently. But I don't recall specifically 
reading his autobiography, if that's what 
your talking about ma'am. 

Well, I feel that it is very unfortunate 
that you have only read the books from the 
Communist point of views. 

He was active in the Communist movement. 

He was a great Communist hero, as I’m sure 
you know and most of the material I read 
about him came from Communist sources. 

Well, I would like' to say this, that 
W.E. DU BOIS unfortunately at the end of 
his life span , went the Communist way. 

The beginning of : his lifetime he was a big man. 
He was a scholar, he was a writer, he was 
a great meteorologist. He was very disjointed 
at the fact that having achieved the success 
he had, he was not allowed to enter the main 
stream of American life, that is to be a first 
class citizen; just as other"Negross, say iike 
Dir. PERCY JULIAN, who I'm sure you are familiar 
with. Now he.... 

I went to DePaul University and I believe 
Dr. JULIAN did too, if my memory serves me 
correctly. 
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Well, now you known the trouble he had 
when he tried to obtain a home in a suburb. 

Well, ma'am, isrftthat what I said, that 
there is discrimination. We’re not denying 
that. 

But I think that you should also emphasize 
the positive side of these people, too. 

It is very unfortunate that this happened 
to W.E. DU BOIS but now I think you should 
also look at the reason why and I think 
that fortunately most of the majority 
of Negroes, famous Negroes, like JACKIE 
ROCKSON, WEAVER and’others, have remained 
true to this government and this is the 
thing I feel that you should be emp&asizing 
instead of the negative aspects. 

I tried to ma'am. I think it is a tremendous 
tribute to our Negro population that they 
haven't bought this Communist line. 

But you dmn't go., you don't emphasize this 

all the time. Usually all you emphasize 

is the bad aspects of the Communist infiltrating 

the civil rights movement. Now, I know 

that this seems to be the case that the 

Communists pick the groups that are in the 

public eye artd etc., but Ir think that for 

the most part, the civil rights movement 

has rejected Communist infiltration. 

Well, I wouldn't be in agreement with you 
on that. I think it has been’led by 
Communist influences and this is.the point 
that I am making ma'am. 

I would like to ask Mr. THOMAS why the John 
Birch Society seems to label anyone Communist 
if they disagree with them. I was thinking 
primarily of Ex-President EISENHOWER. 
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Now,ma'am, you’ve bitten on the old 
conditioned reflex. Haven't you? The 
John Birch Society has never taken h stand 
on former President EISENHOWER or his 
activities. I assume you are thinking 
about is this: You are talking about a 
book which is now available to anyone 
who wants to buy it called "The Politician", 
which was written by ROBERT WELCH, It. 
was started as a six page memorandum 
four years before the John Birch Society 
was founded. It is available now. It 
contains, I think , 492 pages. I'm sure 
it has been one of the most meticulously 
combed books in the history of publishing 
and so far nobody has found an error in it. 

So I suggest you get a hold of a copy of 
"The Politician" and read and then judge 
for yourself. See which of these 
several possibilities he offers you about 
Mr. EISENHOWER’S record. ySee, here again 
you got this idea that the John Birch Society 
has called people Communist and right off the 
bat the one example you come up with is in 
error. And this is the kind of thing we're 
talking about. It's kind of a conditioned 
response, isn't it? 

9th Speaker: Well, no, not exactly. It was recorded in 

all the newspapers and radios;..:.. 

2nd Speaker: Ma'am, we haven't got enough time to talh; about 

the smeer of the John Birch Society and’ again 
as I say, it '3 kind of a conditioned response, 
isn't it? But let me give you this ,bit of history 
which you might find interesting. vOn February 
25, we just had an anniversary, on February 25, 
1961, the "Peoples WorH', a West Coast Communist 
newspaper, launched the attack on the John 
Birch Society, that was the first time it,ever 
was mentioned in the Communist press. ‘ This was 
a direct outgrowth of a meeting in Moscow 
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on December 6, 1960. "Peoples World", 
the' Communist publication, launched the 
attack on the John Birch Society. One week 
later "Time Magazine’’ picked up the attack 
on the Society and made some of the same 
errors about it that the Communist paper made. 
Within a month of that date over 100 of the 
major metropolitan newspapers in this country 
picked up the attack on the John Birch Society. 
Course, .1 could go into HUNTLEY s 'BRINKLY, 
CRONKITE, HOWARD K. SMITH and the -others, "Time' 
’.'Life” "Look” r "Newsweek", "Chicago American", 

"New York Times", interestingly enough, ma'am, 
if you'll check it out, you'll find the 
same publicationsthe same people who .attacked 
the Society have consistently been in error 
about Communism. I would suggest you go back 
and read the "New York Times" about eight years 
ago when HERB MATTHEWS, a Cuban Correspondent, 
was telling you that FIDEL CASTRO was the 
JOSE MARTIA of Cuba, or you can go back to 
about 30 years ago when these same publications 
were telling you that MAUL SATONG was simply 
an agrarian reformer. And interesting enough, 
that’s one side of the pattern, if you go 
back to the other side anybody who has been 
staunchly anti-Communist has gotten the smeer 
treatments through the years. So there’s 
a pattern, there and you’ve been, obviously, 
you're subject to the major news media, for ..your 
news and your source of information.. The only 
point I’m making here is that there is a pattern 
such as the one I described, and hope you check 
it out. 

Well, since the media has been involved, may 
I ask you a question, Mr. THOMAS, if it wasn't 
directly an accusation that President EISENHOWER 
was a Communist, wasn't it indicated that he 
had Communist leadings and in the original book, 
I don't remember whether this appeared, has it 
not been changed since that time? 
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The whole book is simply a review of 
Mr. EISENHOWER’S life-long public record. 

It’s IKE’s records, not Hr. WELCH’S, and 
after going through- that life-long record 
at the end of the book Mr. WELCH said, 
well how can you account for a lifetime like 
this. He. said well, one possibility would 
be tljat male is a conscious, dedicated agent 
of the Communist conspiracy. ■ That would 
certainly fit- the pattern and frankly, it 
would. 

Has this beep proven since then? 

I don't know in the publication itself 
whether he actually said that; or not' but 
he made a note, you know, that this would be 
a possibility, but he said if you can’t 
buy that, he would have no argument with you 
except that *IKE was just a sharp politic&n; 
just going along with the boys in the back 
room to advance his own career, without 
regard to what the consequences might be. 

And again, that would certainly fit the pattern. 
And, of course, this goes directly against the 
EISENHOWER image. • You know, IKE a sharp 
politician, that just doesn't fit the image. 
That's what the whole book’s about, an image 
of a man. I might point this out to you 
ma’am: Where did you get your image of the 
John Birch Society? From the same news 
media that had built up EISENHOWER. 

I don’t belong to any society. I prefer to 
think and act as an individual, but I was 
•listening to you a couple weeks ago on 
a Friday, taMng about priests, and 1 was very 
interested in it, and I found so many 
arguments, and ,1 have today listening to you, 
as again, an individual. I’m not even a citizen 
of this country, but I think it’s a wonderful 
country and I just find so many arguments. 

And this Mr. WELCH, he’s also a member of this 
society.

But, who says that he, you said that he’s 
written this book, why should you say that 
it’s fact? 

Well, ma’am, he’s got 72 pages of footnotes 
in it with a documentation, and as I say, 
nobody has been able to catch him in an error 
of fact yet. I think this is the important 
thing. You tend to judge a man by his record 
and while the ’’New York Times” is.telling you 
that FIDEL CASTRO was the modern dav liberator, 
ROBERT WELCH, at that same time in- founding 
the ifohn Birch Society says that FIDEL 
CASTRO was a Communist, as he visibly has been 
all his life. Now, he devotes about the 
first forty pages of the bluebook which is a 
transcript of the two day. meeting which resulted 
in the founding' of the John Birch So.ciety 
to giving the analysis of how Communism 
is advancing throughout the world. He talks 
about'bombing and criminal of Ghana and many 
others-. He was calling the shots' and calling 
tihem pretty accurately,. while ’’Time”,' ’’Life”,

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long road ahead of them as I emphasized 
earlier in the program. They have done 
a tremendously outstanding jbb I think of 
bettering themselves and they’ve done it 
on. their own, by their own initiative, and 
that's the story of this whole country. 

But is the Birch Society doing anything 
active as far as their menlbership is 
concerned, to preaching of brotherly love 
rather than agitation towards their Negro 
fellow man? 

Well, let me give you one small but tangible 
thing that we’re doing. I mentioned the 
colored former Communist MAMI JOHNSON. 

Forgetting about the Communist aspect, I’m 
just talking about man to man. 

Well, I’m talking about a MANNING JOHNSON 
Scholorship Fund, which we have set up, 
which is open to Negro students in this 
country. It’s a very modest, it amounts 
to about a thousand dollars a year, but it 
is a step in the direction that w© think 
is going to bring the greatest advance 
to our colored citizens. 

Also you mentioned, on a previous call, 
commenting on the Selma March, about the 
document that book, that came out by the 
Chamber of Commerce itself. Why don't 
you mention about the testimony that was 
given by the priests and the nuns regarding 
the complete denunciations of these remarks', 
these documentated..? 

Well the point that I made and I wasn't 
quite sure what the lady was talking about, 
there was a publication put out by the, 
as I recall it, Selma, Alabama Chamber of 
Commerce, called ’’Sex in the Civil Rights 
Movement, The Untold Story of Selma’*, and 
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those are affidavits of people who were 
present, and that’s their statement made 
under oath. Now as I recall, were any 
of these statements refuting this, made 
under oath, by any of these clergy that 
were down there? As I recall they not, 
they just simply made statements to the 
newspapers, feinting them, is that right? 

Well, no they did, they testified that... 

Do you recall where they testified. I 
can’t remember that any of them testified.

Well, the Chamber of Commerce was not 
participating in the march, but the nuns 
and the priests that testified, in regards 
to complete refutiation of these remarks 
and the congressman from Alabama, that got 
up on the floor in the House, and was, and 
came up with the vilest kind of remarks, 
and was almost shouted down by the other 
members.of Congress.

That's 
what they agree on; They may not agree 
on anything else, and that's what an Ad 1 
Hoc Committee is, and that’s what we have 
encouraged our members to do with these 
TACT Committees.
